Public Meeting at 
Council Chamber 

The City Council chamber was 
filled to capacity Thursday eve¬ 
ning to hear the proposed sewer¬ 
age system discussed by A. W. 
Rawn, County Sanitary District 
Elngpneer, who was introduced by 
Mayor Tom Schwartz. 

At the close of Mr. Rawn’s ex¬ 
planation of the proposed plan to 
join Sanitation District No. 15, 
a showing of hands was called 
for and only four out of the en- 
ttre crowd expressed opposition to 
the proposition. 

In speaking of the financial 
advantages Mr. Rawn pointed out 
that it will cost less to join now 
than it will later. If the city’s 
assessed valuation Increases uni¬ 
formly during the ensuing years 
it is estimated that Sierra Madre’s 
portion in financing the new dis¬ 
trict will amount to $126,500 with 
an annual cost of $5000. 

The cost of the main line to 
carry the sewage away from the 
dty can be handled through 40- 
year bonds at 2 per cent, which 
will figure about 30 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. This 
would mean for a 40-foot lot and 
home, assessed at $2000, a tax of 
$6 per year to start. By the end 
of 40 years It would be down to 
about six cents. 

The cost of laterals In the city 
streets will be approximately $4 
per foot or $200 for a 50-foot lot. 
This can be handled through Im¬ 
provement bonds to run 10 years 
or about $20 per year plus 6 per 
cent Interest, 

Connecting the average house 
plumbing to the sew’er should be 
about $50, which would have to 
be paid at the time the work was 
done, in a lump sum to the con¬ 
tractor doing the work. 

Sierra Madre citizens must de¬ 
cide whether or not to join the 
district within the next few 
months, he pointed out. 

Mr. Rawn explained that the 
ocean outfall for the sewage sys¬ 
tem is located at White Point, 
two miles from Cabrlllo Beach.

Greetings: 

One of the gre^t thrills of mv 
life came, during conversations 
with the pulpit committee of this 
church, five years ago la.st Aug¬ 
ust. It was then that one of the 
committee members said: "But 
Mr. Groetsema. we need vou 
hero." I think it was th® first 
time in mv life I ever really felt 
needed. It was a comparatively 
easy ta.sk to re-slgn my church in 
Wi.sconsin and come out here. 

During the five years together 
we have gone through a time of 
war with its anxieties and per- 
nlexities. We unite today In a 
nraver of thanksgiving that the 
wav Is open once more for the 
'>st.''.h’i.shment of peace among the 
nations. 

During these year.s we have 
met and .solved many of those 
pressing problems for 
inexpericneed enthusia 
needed: Our debt now 


mosa—even to Japan Itself—the 
Rlr wing helped keep the Japs 
In confusion while other Fleet 
units pounded the enemy from 
Okinawa to Tokyo, and while her 
own planes teamed up with Army 
airmen to rain destruction on her 
homeland. 

’The Japs made their most fran¬ 
tic effort to disrupt the opera¬ 
tions of Fleet Air Wing One at 
Okinawa, turning loose an almost 
continuous stream of suicide fliers 
at Its base. 

But the Navv’s records show 
that the Jap effort wa.s In vain. 
The wing is credited In those rec¬ 
ords with sending more than 
176,000 tons of Jap shipping to 
the bottom with its Mariner, Cor¬ 
onado and Privateer planes, dam¬ 
aged at least that much more 
tonnage, and shot down more 
tJian 40 enemy planes.
